and Mrs Hamilton. The bmldmg is a 
small one story and a half.

two rooms. The 


upper story is all in one and was used as 
a sleeping room by both parties, tho beds 
bomg separated by a curtain. On Tues- 
day night after all had retired, a cuan- 
vari party visited them and gave them 
some music. They wanted Mr. Sialey to 
crane down but he would not do it, tell- 
ing them that if they had come earlier bo 
would have asked them in and treated 
them. After some good humored parley- 
ing tho party left. When he first wont to 
bed he hod placed a Colt's revolver under 
ms pillow. Neither he or Mr. and Mrs. 
Hamilton heard anything unusual or 
were disturbed during tho night. Next 
moining when Mr. S. got up he aoticcd 
his wife was not in bed, but supposed 
she had gone down stairs. He dressed 
himself and went down. Not finding his 
wifo tliero-ho iirot b uilt u_fi*a in. UJQ OQQ]J- 
fitove, then went and brought a pail "of 
water. His wife still not making her ap- 
pearance he went to look for her, and 
after some search found her about one 
hundred yards from tho bouse, lying on 
her back with her hands across her adbo- 
men, the pistol also in 
close 
prox- 


imity to her bands. He would hove car- 
ried the body to the house, but was pre- 
vented in oraer that the coroner's jury 
might see the exact position in which 
she was found. A messenger was sent to 
Platteyille aud Justice Gardner summon- 
ed a jury, who, accompanied by Dr. 
Bobertsoa, went and held an inquest on 
the remains. The post mortem revealed 
that two of tho shots passed through her 
left lung, and that one ot them passed 
through her heart, and that either of 
them would have proved fatal. Tho 
other hardly penetrated the skin. She 
had all the clothing on she was accus- 
tomed to wearing, even to a necktie. 
The clothing over tho abdomen and on 
the arms as far as the elbows was burned 
off. 
The circumstances connected with 


her death are, to soy the least, very m ys- 
teriotis.

A B ride S hot Dead. 
[From the Platteville iWis.) Witness Kith.] 
Yesterday (Wednesday) morning Mrs. 
Lewis Sisley, was found dead about one 
hundred yards from her home, in the 
town of Lima, with four bullet boles in 
her body. We give tho following facts 
from the best information wo could ob­ 
tain : Deceased was a daughter of Hiram 
Bickford, Esq., of the town of Mitllin. 
She was married to Lewis Sisley on 
Monday last, tho 12th. They went to 
his homo in the town of Lima and were 
occupying a house in company with Mr. 
and Mrs Hamilton. The budding is a 
small one story aud a half. Tho loiter 
story is divided into two rooms. The 
upper story is all in one and was used as 
a sleeping room by both parties, the beds 
being separated by a curtain. On Tues­ 
day night after all had retired, a chari­ 
vari party visited them aud gave them 
some music. They wanted Mr. Sisley to 
come down but he would not do it, tell­ 
ing them that if they had come earlier lie 
would have asked them in and treated 
them. After some good humored parley­ 
ing tho party left. When he first went to 
bed he had placed a Colt’s revolver under 
Ins pillow. Neither he or Mr. and Mrs. 
Hamilton heard anything unusual or 
were disturbed during tho night. Next 
moi mug when Mr. S. got up lie noticed 
his wife was not in bed, but supposed 
aho had gone down stairs. Ho dressed 
himself and went down. Not finding his 
wi£*> tl*qr«j Lu> Ural built u. lira iu tho cook 
stove, then went and brought a pail of 
water. His wife still not making her ap­ 
pearance ho went to look for her, and 
after some search found lier about one 
hundred yards from tho house, lying on 
ber back with lier hands across lier ndbo- 
men. the pistol also in 
close 
prox­ 
imity to her bands. He would hove car­ 
ried tile body to the house, but was pre­ 
vented in order that the coroner’s jury 
might see the exact position in which 
she was found. A messenger was sent to 
Platteville and Justice Gardner summon­ 
ed a jury, who. accompanied by Dr. 
Robertson, went and hold an inquest on 
the remains. The post mortem revealed 
that two of the shots passed through lier 
left lung, aud that oue of them passed 
through her heart, aud that either of 
them would havo proved fatal. Tho 
other hardly penetrated the skin. She 
had all tho clothing on she was accus­ 
tomed to wearing, even to a necktie. 
The clothing over tho abdomen and on 
the arms as far as the elbows was burned 
off. The circumstances connected with 
her death are, to say the least, very rn ys- 
terious.

More Grass. 


Keeping up tb» fertility of 
ne of the most difficult as v 
„ . 
. 
the soil is 
one of the most difficult as well as the 
most important part of the farmer's 
work. 
On rich soil the crops can be 


maintained to the standard quantity in 
yield for a long time by thorough culti- 
TatUm, which brings the elements of fer- 
tility into contact with the atmosphere 
and the rains and frosts continually dis- 
solve them BO as to be readily taken up 
by the plant. This is the office of cul- 
tivation, together with the necessity of 
keeping the soil mellow so that the roots 
can penetrate, and drought be robbed of 
its effects. But cultivation restores noth- 
ing to the soil. 
On the contrary, it 
tends to more perfectly deprive the soil 
ol its fertility by producing better crops 
that carry away more of the mineral ele- 
ment*. 
When we take from the soil 
more than we return, there is a loss of 
fertility.' We may not perceive it in 
strong soils for a long time, but it is 
nevertheless slowly and. steadily de- 
creasing, and though it may not be no- 
ticed for a generation the time will 
come when the depletion will bo so great 
that failure of crops will be tke result. 
This fact has been so frequently ob- 
served that it can not be denied. Now, 
the first occupier of the soil has no right 
to get all he can from it and do nothing 
to keep it good. 
Some of the work we 
call farming js absolute piracy, and rob- 
bery of future generations. 
It may be 


necessary on now soils and in pioneer 
farming to go on for a time taking away 
without putting back, but this should 
not last, and the effort to restore as 
much a possible should be begun'early 
and continually kept up. 


The gradual decrease of crops, not- 


withstanding the large amount of virgin 
soffl annually pnt under cultivation; is 
sufficiently significant to the careful ob- 
server that we are lacking in one im- 
portant element of good farming. The 
fact that the New England States do not 
decrease In their yield of crops is easily 
accounted for from the fact that they 
are constantly using much more than 
they produce. 
A large amount of the 


surplus produce of the west finds a mar- 
ket and Is fed and used there, helping 
to fertilize their land at the expense of 
the rich soils of the West. They are jn 
this way able to not only keep up, but 
actually increase their average yield. 


As a people we are careless in regard 


to our care of the waste of our products. 
In our cities, which consume so large a 
portion of the produce raised on our 
farms, the sewers carry off large quanti- 
ties of fertilizing material that should 
in some way. be returned to the soil. 
We are continually sending to Europe 
oar grain, to be fed there and help en- 
rich their soil. 
We are neglectin^ to 
preserve nearly all the wastes of various 
manufactories which contain valuable 
fertilizers. 
The wastes on the farm, 
right where they can be used, are lost. 
..Barn-yard manure is so managed ns to 
_ lose half its value, and in many cases is 


put On the land with a view solely to get 
It ont of the way, and to save the neces- 
sity, as has been told of the farmers on 
the rich prairies, of moving the barns 
and stables. 
Wo must have a great 
" reformation. 
But before this can be 


effected farmers must be made to see 
the necessity of keeping the soil up to 
it* highest state of fertility. They must 
learn to feel that they have no right to 
rob the future of any capital the soil 
contain*, and then perhaps may begin 


- better systems and which in the end will 


be more profitable. 
We have written 
this much, preliminary to the main point 
we wish to make: the increase of the 
grass crop, to show its necessity as one 
of the means of keeping up the fertility 
of the soil. 
More grass means more 


stock and more manure to enrich the 
farm. Beside, the grass itself provides 
ft large quantity of fertilizing material. 
Prof. Kedzie, from careful estimate, 
found that the weight of fresh vegeta- 
ble matter in an acre of green sward 
was 25 tons, and that its mauurial value 
was equal to fresh barn-yard manure, 
»nd all this is in addition to the feed 
produced. Where large crops of grass 
can be raised the gram crops following 
will give a bountiful yield also. Where 
[tons and upward of hay can be 
% on an acre, as can be done on 


1 good soils, there is no cheaper feed 
to raise for feeding stock. 


Farmers depend mainly on timothy 
and clover for the hay crop, and also, on 
many farms, for pasture, and the seed- 
ing often fails. 
This can be largely 
prevented by giving the soil a top dress- 
ing before or after sowing the grain 
wuh barnyard manure, at least partly 
rotted. This wn give protection from 
frort In winter and drought In spring 
and summer, and render a failnro £ 
seeding the exception, if the soil is not 
already rich apply In September, after 
naying, ten, fifteen or twenty loads per 
acre of rotted manure, with 
ashes 
leached, or jjjnleached if they are to be 
had, and too Increase in the succeeding 
bay crop will pay all expense. Plaster 
for clover, and if commercial fertilizers 
are used, and they should be if there is 
not enough of others, bone-dust is a 
application for grass.

In England, on high priced lands tho 
pastures are so rich and so well kept) 
that stock can be kept at a profit; and so 
can we if we take more pains to get 
them rich and well seeded, although our 
climate is not so good as theirs for this 
purpose, being much drier. 


One mistake made in feeding stock on 


pastures is in allowing them to be eaten 
off too closelv during a drought or late in 
the fall. 
At either time it is decidedly 


at a loss that they are so fed. 


If farmers will pay more attention to 
their grass crops, in enriching the soil, 
in seeding and after care, they will find 
them a great help In keeping up the fer- 
tility of their soils, both in the manurial 
elements the sod contains for the grain 
crops that follow in regular rotation, 
and also in aiding to keep a large 
amount of stock to make more manure 
in the yard. 
It is a known fa6t that at 


least half of the mineral elements in 
food given to animals is returned to tho 
soil through the manure heap.—Detroit 
Post and Tribune.

"A Screw Loose." 


I have written so many articles about 
the importance of attending to matters 
on the farm "in the nick of time," when 
"one stich stich will save nine," if taken 
at tho proper moment, that I am half 
afraid to write again on a subject which 
so many of our agricultural writers have 
rung ther chances on, for fear that some 
one will say It is a bjObby of mine, and 
that so much talk about keeping every- 
thing in "apple-pie order," is quite 
likely to prove "too much of a good 
thing." 
But I have just seen so perti- 


nent an illustration of the folly of neg- 
leoting what ought to be done now 
until some time when there was nothing 
else to do, that 1 want to make use of it 
for the benefit of those who can profit 
more by a narration of actual experience 
than they can by abstract ideas. 


One of my neighbors has a drag-saw. 
During the winter he goes about, from 
house to house, sawing wood. 


Last week I had him engaged to saw 


wood for me. The logs were well.skid- 
ded. 
Everything was conviently ar- 
ranged. 


When he came ho looked over the 
woodpile, and his f<L«» wa» expressive 
ol satisfaction. 
"I can put in a good woek'awork 
here," I; heard him tell hia~''boy. 
1 'They've got everything handy. There 
won't be anything to bother ns. 
We 


can saw at least twice as much here as 
we did at the last place. We'll make a 
food thing out of it if we don't have any 
ad luck." 
The machine was set, and by noon on 


Monday, everything was in readiness for 
operation. 
I went out to tho wood-lot 


directly after dinner to see the machine 
started up. 


Just before they began to saw, the 


boy came to his father and said: 
" There's a screw loose on the lower 
part of the saw-frame. 
It ought to be 
fixed now; hadn't it!" 
" Well, yes, I s'pose it had," was the 
reply. " But we won't bother with it 
now, I <juess. 
I'll fall at it and tighten 


'em all up after we get through to- 
day." 


Now, it would not have taken ten 
minutes to have examined the whole 
machine and tightened every bolt that 
was loose. 
But no—by and by he 


would attend to it; there was more im- 
portant business on hand now. 
, Behold the result! 
About an hour 


after they began to saw there was a 
grand crash, and matters came to a 
sudden standstill. 


On investigation it was found that the 
"loose screw" had caused the mischief. 
The frame was broken, and the saw 
also. 
'•What does the damage amount to?" 
I asked. 
"Well," was the reply, aa the owner 


looked the machine over, " it will take 
Just about twenty-five dollars to get a 
new saw and frame. There's that much 
in cash that's got to go before we can do 
anything more, and it'll take about four 
days for the saw to come; so there's the 
loss of four days' work of myself and 
team. 
Figuring them in at three dol- 
lars a day, and that's putting it low, 
there's twelve dollars more, making 
thirty-seven. You can safely reckon on 
the accident costing forty or forty-five 
dollars. 
That's the way the profits go. 
But if I'd seen to that lo*se screw it 
wouldn't have happened. 
That's what 


always comes of letting things ago when 
you know they ought to be attended to." 
I draw no morals. 
;I leave that for

More Grass. 


Keeping up tbs fertility of the soil is 
one of the most difficult as well as the 
most important part of the farmer's 
work. 
On rich soil the crops can be 
maintained to the standard quantity in 
yield for a long time bv thorough culti­ 
vation, which brings the elements of for­ 
tuity into contact with the atmosphere 
and the rains and frosts continually dis­ 
solve them so as to be readily taken u 
by the plant. This is the office of © 
ti ration, together with the necessity of 
keeping the soil mellow so that the roots 
can penetrate, and drought be robbed of 
its effects. But cultivation restores noth­ 
ing to the soil. 
On the contrary, it 
tends to more perfectly deprive the soil 
of its fertility by producing better cro 
that carry away more of the mineral© 
meats. 
When we take from the soil 
more than we return, there is a loss of 
fertility. 
We may not perceive it in 
strong soils for a long time, but it is 
nevertheless slowly and steadily de­ 
creasing, and though it may not be no­ 
ticed mr a generation the time will 
come when the depletion will be so great 
that failure of crops Will be the result. 
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In England, on high priced lands the 
pastures are so rich and so well kept 
that stock can be kept at a profit; and so 
can we if we take more pains to get 
them rich and well seeded, although our 
climate is not so good as theirs for this 
purpose, being much drier. 
Cine mistake made in feeding stock on 
pastures is in allowing them to be eaten 
off too closely during a drought or late in 
the fall. 
At either time it is decidedly 
at a loss that they are so fed. 
If farmers will pay more attention to 
their grass crops, in enriching the soil, 
in seeding and after care, they will find 
them a great help in keeping up the fer­ 
tility of their soils, both in the mammal 
elements the sod contains for the grain 
crops that follow in regular rotation, 
ana also in aiding to keep a large 
amount of stock to make more manure 
in the yard. 
It is a known fact that at 
least half of the ‘mineral elements in 
food given to animals is returned to tho 
soil through the manure 'new.—Detroit

Some of the work we 
call farming Is absolute piracy, and rob- 
bery of future generations. 
It may he 
necessary on now soils and in pioneer 
farming to go op for a time taking away 
without putting back, but this should 
not last, and the effort to restore as 
much a possible should be begun early 
and continually kept up. 
The gradual decrease of crops, not­ 
withstanding the large amount of virgin 
soil annually put under cultivation, is 
sufficiently significant to the careful ob­ 
server that we are lacking in one im­ 
portant element of good farming. The 
fact that the New England States do not 
decrease in their yield of crops is easily 
accounted for from the fact that they 
are constantly using much more than 
they produce. 
A large amount of the 
surplus produce of the west finds a mar­ 
ket and is fed and used there, helping 
to fertilize their land at the expense of 
the rich soils of the West. They are in 
this way able to not only keep up, but 
actually increase their average yield. 
As a people we are careless in regard 
to our care of the waste of our products. 
In our cities, which consume so large a 
portion of the produce raised on our 
farms, the sewers carry off large quanti­ 
ties of fertilizing material that should 
in some way be returned to tho soil. 
We are contin

Peculiarities of Speech. 


are continually sending to Europe 
our grain, to be fed there and help en­ 
rich their soil. 
We are neglecting to 
preserve nearly all the wastes of various 
manufactories which contain valuable 
fertilizers. 
The wastes on tho farm, 
light where they can be used, are lost. 
Barn-yard manure is so managed as to 
lose half its value, and in many cases is 
r 
it on the land with a view solely to get 
put of the way, and to save the neces­ 
sity, as has been told of the farmers on 
the rich prairies, of moving the bams 
and stables. 
We must have a great 
reformation. 
But before this can be 
effected farmers must be made to see 
the necessity of keeping the soil up to 
Its highest state of fertility. They must 
learn to feel that they have no right to 
rob the future of any capital the soil 
may begin 
ch iii the end will 
contains, and then 
better systems and w 
be more profitable. 
We have written 
this much preliminary to the main point 
we wish to make: the increase or the 
grass crop, to show its necessity as one 
of the means of keeping up the fertility 
of the soil. 
More grass means more 
Stock and more manure to enrich the 
term. Beside, the grass itself provides 
a large quantity of fertilizing material. 
Prof. Kedzie, from careful estimate, 
found that the weight of fresh vegeta­ 
ble matter in an acre of green sward 
25 tons, and that its manorial value 
equal to fresh barn-yard manure, 
all this Is in addition to the feed 
produced. Where large crops of grass 
©an be raised the grain crops following 
will give a bountiful yield also.

A daring and successful burglary was 
committed in Beloit last night, resulting 
in the loss to the largest jewelry estab­ 
lishment in tho town of nearly $6,000 in 
goods aud money. All the circumstances 
attending the affair, show it to have been 
the work of skilled burglars, who had ac­ 
quainted themselves thoroughly with the 
surroundings. No clue whatever, has 
been 
left 
by 
the robbers, 
and 
Messers. Holmes and Reese the despoiled 
firm, entertain little hope that any of 
their goods will be recovered. 
Ou opening the store this morning the 
Boor was found covered with articles of 
jewelry and the door of the safe open. 
The costliest goods in the piece were 
gone and a considerable sum in money 
An examination was made of the prem­ 
ises, and a hasty inventory taken of the 
stock, 
as 
it 
was 
at 
first 
believed owing to the state of things, 
that the robbery bad been more exten­ 
sive. About every piece of diamond 
goods in the house was gone aud alarge 
number of rings aud other small jewelry, 
including throe or four valuable watches. 
Tho burglar or burglars, as there were 
doubtless more than one, were evidently 
connoisseurs, and abstracted only the 
best in the place aud the most portable. 
It was a comparatively easy matter to 
enter the 6torc, but as the greater portion 
of the stock, particularly tho diamonds 
and costly rings were stowed away iii tho 
safe it was not so facile an operation, to 
secure them, and force the combination 
lock. Tho robbers, however, were equal 
to the emergency, aud did as neat a piece 
of work, as was ever executed, Tho tools 
which were used in opening tho safe 
were 
fouud 
on 
tho 
floor 
this 
morning 
aud 
are 
of 
^he most approved pattern of burglarious 
instruments made of the finest steel. 
Tho evidences about tho lock showed 
that a hole had boon drilled through the 
safe door midway between the combina­ 
tion, in the precise spot necessary to re­ 
move the connecting bar between the 
kuob. The slightest variation, tho six­ 
tieth part of an inch even,out of the 
way, would have made the undertaking 
unsuccessful, but the workman managed 
to catch the rod, in tho exact place, and 
broke it. 
The door was then easily swung open, 
and the thieves selected their spoils. Tho 
diamond jewelry and other small articles 
were 
placed 
in trays, 
which were 
taken 
out 
of 
the 
safe 
and 
inspected on the lioor, as tho the trays 
were fouud outside tho safe this morning 
No heavy gold or silver was touched, and 
the plated goods had evidently been only 
casually exam mod- 
Tho value of tho stolen property is es 
finialed by the firm at $5,000 in addition 
to which about $500 in money which was 
in the safe, is gone. No trail of any de 
scription was left by th© robbers, except 
the possibility of identification through 
the tools used, or that *of tho diamonds 
The prospect, however of discovery, by 
means of identification of the jowelery is 
a very dim one. Detectives will be 
placed on the case and every effort made 
to capture tho robbers.
